striking his 
wife 


with a revolver fired two shots which 
took effect in her temple, killing her al- 
most instantly. He then threw a cover* 
ing over the body, walked to the Main 
street square and gave himself up to the 
officers. When seen this morning O'Day 
gave as his reason for the deed that his 
wife was unfaithful and left her family 
nights.

THE METEORIC HYPOTHESIS. 


Professor J. Norman Lookyor gives the 


following as the now points of view in tha 
meteoric hypothesis: 


1. There ib this closest possible connec- 


tion between nebtiloe and stars. 


2. Tho first stage in the development ot 


cosmical bodies is not a mass of hot gas, 
but 11 swarm of cold meteorites. 


3. Many bodies in space which look like 


stars are really centers of nebulee—that is, 
of jnctooric swarrns. 


4. Stars with bright line spectra must 


bo associated with nebulas. 


5. Sonic of the heavenly bodies are in- 


creasing tbelrtemporatures; others are de- 
creasing their temperatures. 


6. Double swarms, in any stage of con- 


densation, may give rise to the phenomena 
of variability. 


7. New stars are produced by the clash 


of meteor swarms. They are closely relat- 
ed to nehulse and bright line stars. 


8. Cosmical space is a meteoric plenum. 
9. A new classification of the heavenly 


bodies, bated on the varying btates of a 
condensation of the motcoritie swarms. 


10. The, sun is one of thqso stars the 


temperature ot which is rapidly decreasing. 


11. Many of the changing phenomena 


of the sun are due to the fall of metooritic 
matter upon the photosphere —Popular 
Science News.

HE WAS A XORTH ADAMS BOY. 


Served With Credit 
In the War and 


Later Rendered Valuable Service 


to the Government Until Dis- 


abled by Sickness. 


The funeral of Chief Engineer Ezra J. 


Whitaker, of the United grates navy, 
whose death was announcad'^» jthis paper 
Wednesday, occurred this afternoon at 
4 o'clock from the home of V. A. Whit- 
aker, the services being conducted by Bov. 
Dr. Q. W. Brown, pastor ofthe Methodist 
church-and Bev. William Spencer, assist- 
ant pastor 
of the Baptist 
church. 


The career of Engineer UF-hitaker is 


worthy of more extended notice than it 
has been possible to present Ifefore. 
He 


was born in this town April X, 1833, tho 
son of Ezra D. and Amanda ML Whitaksr, 
He studied in Drury academy and finished 
his school education at Willjbton ^BfenJJi- 
ary, Easthampton. 
After .ttBUutagf his 


studies he entered the enq Soymeiit of 
James Hunter & Son and levied the ma- 
chinist trade. He afterward? became con- 
nected with a printing establishment at 
Brooklyn, N. Y. In the f*H tff JSBO he ds- 
cided to enter the nav&ajjd, was ordered 
to Philadelphia for examination for the 
position of third assistant ewtineei:. lie 
passed a very creditable c 
May, 
1861, he was ordered 


assigned to duty on the fr: 
He served all through tb£ war with 
great credit, taking part iii Smy import- 
ant naval engagements. Jp er the close 
of the war he did duty ja Tn»ny different 
places. He sailed to China dad Japan and 
made one voyage to SibeVia. J-He also did 
special duty in various niv$ yards and 
was recognized as one of theu most valua- 
ble men in the service. He was promoted 
from time to time and wai made chief 
engineer in 1873. 
j 


Engineer Whitaker's hesftb. begin to 


fail some time ago and he'was retired on 
account of sickness last May. He was at 
that time on duty in the • Brooklyn navy 
yard. He was ordered to pjfoceed to his 
home in Sackett's Harbor, N. Y., where 
he remained to the tim» Of his death, 
August 20. His disease was a valvular 
trouble of the heart, with resulting com- 
plications, and was undoubtedly brought 
on by intense application to duty and 
overwork. He took great interest and 
pride in his work and never spared him- 
self in the performance of \his duty. He 
had a long and honorable ~$»rreer in the 
service of his country, Which by his re- 
tirement and death sustains the loss of a 
faithful, energetic, competent and trusted 
officer. 
Engineer Whitiker was a Mason of high 
degree and also-ft member Of the Loyal 
Eegion. He w«s a-man e&^igb. character 
and the strictest Integrity and was held in 
the highest esteem by hisl associates and 
superiors in the navy and by all who 
knew him. His life wai one of increasing 
activity in positions of great responsibili- 
ty and his record is one of unquestioned 
credit and honor. 


About thirty years ago Engineer Whi- 


taker married Miss Cornelia S. Clark of 
Sackett's Harbor, N. Y,, who survives him 
with one son, Morris M. Whitaker, who is 
in his senior year at Yale college. The 
deceased also leaves one brother and one 
sister, V. A. Whitaker and Mrs. David 
McElwaiu, both of this town. V. A. 
Whitaker went to Sackett's Harbor about 
ten days ago and remained with his 
brother till the time of his death. 


A funeral service was held at the house 


in Sackett's Harbor Wednesday and a 
military escort accompanied the remain1 
to the depot yesterday morning. The 
body arrived here on the 9.10 train from 
Pittsflcld last night. The interment will 
be in the south cemetery.

WONDERS OF RAILROAD TRAVEL. 


Tho world is movins pretty fast as a 


• whole these days, but that portion which 
moves on railroad wheels move;- a little 
faster proportionally than any one else. 


The improvement in railroad time is 


' not only marvelous, but its pra(,tical de- 
struction of space is a great factor in the 
commercial world. An hour cut off from 
the journey to Chicago from New York 
means increased business and more travel 
Mid new commercial conditions. Time is 
money in these days, and the train that 
can make fastest time lends a money-mat- 
ing hand. 


A new fast train on the London & North, 


ern of England has just made a world's 
record. The Great Northern train left 
Kings Cross station in London at 8 o'clock 
Wednesday evening and arrived at Aber- 
deen.a distance of 527 miles, at 4 49 o'clock 
the next morning, making the 5'-T miles in 
610 minutes. 
The Northwestern train 


•tarted at the same hour and reached Ab- 
erdeen, 540 miles, at 4:55 o'clock, making 
its 540 miles in 535 minutes. 


This speed seems almost incredible, and 


Americans naturally turn to see what 
speed records American trains can boast. 
There is no stretch of 540 miles in this 
country like the run from Euston station, 
London, to Aberdeen; therefore it is hard 
to make comparison. The longest runb iu 
the world are between New York and 
8fta JFrancisco, a distance of 3346 miles. 
The fastest time on this route was made 
by a spacial in June, 1886, making the re- 
markable time of three days, seven hours, 
thirty-nine minutes and sixtec n seconds. 
Thtois at the rate of forty-three and a 
fraction miles an hour for the entire dis- 
tance, and it included stops, which in the 
aggregate amounted to several hours. 
The actual running rate was nearly fifty 
miles an hour. This is the most remark- 
able run ever made in the world. No oth- 
er train has approached it within five 
hours. 
' But America can beat England oa short 
run distances. The New York Central's 
fastest; train has traveled once at the rate 
of 112 miles an hour for five miles and 
several times at the rate of 100 miles an 
hour for the same'distance. The develop- 
mqnt of railroad speed has been remarka- 
able in the last ten years. Ten years ago 
it mile a minute was next to lightning 
swiftness. A mile a minute is made daily 
now on several roads. AN. Y. C. & H. K. 
B. express reels off mile after mile in from 
forty-five to fifty-five seconds,. On the 
Jersey Central trains are run frequently 
at the rate of eighty-seven and ninety 
miles an hour. 


The fastest long run ever made in this 


country was that from New York to Buf- 
falo.. Here is the iron horse's time. The 
run from New York to Albany, 143 miles, 
which was made without a stop, occupied 
140 minutes; the distance frorr Albany to 
Syracuse, 14S miles, was covered in 143 
minutes, and that from Syracuse to East 
Buffalo, 146 miles in 117 minutes and 134 
seconds. The gross time of the trip from 
New York to East Buffalo-^, miles- 
was 4394 minutes, including all stops, 
•while the actual running tinv:, exclusive 
of stops, was 425 minutes and 44 seconds 
for the 4S8J miles. Much of the distance 
was run at the rate of seventy-five miles 
an hour. 


How long can the strain of iron and

FIRE ALARM INDICATORS. 


Their Use Explained-The Next Step in 


the Alarm System. 


The fire alarm indicat'ors'for the three 


hose houses have arrived and were put in 
place today probably by Manager Sted- 
man, under whose efiicient direction the 
fire alarm system has been kept in excel- 
lent order since its establishment. 
These 


indicators are manufactured by the Game- 
well company, are very valuable instru- 
ments and would delight the eye of a me- 
chanic or the mind of an electrician. 
Broadly speaking an indicator consists of 
three wheels which present their surfaces 
to square openings in the front of the in- 
dicator and have on these surfaces the 
cardinal numbers from one to nine. When 
the alarm 
is rung the current con- 


trols clock work mechanism so that 
the wheels revolve and present 
to 


the openings 
the 
number of 
the 


box from which the alarm was sent in. 
The indicators are simple in their manip- 
ulation, needing only to be kept wound 
and adjusted after each alarm. The wind, 
jng is as simple an operation as it is to 
wind a clock and the adjustment is ac- 
complished by pulling down on a rod 
which returns the wheels back again to 
blank. The use of the instrument is to 
show the firemen what alarm has been 
rung so as to prevent waiting at the hose 
house to count the strokes, perhaps in a 
roaring storm. The first sounding of the 
mi mber of the box turns up the proper 
figures and no further sounding nor man- 
ipulation of that box will disturb them 
until an adjustment has been made. 


The addition of these instruments to 


tho fire alarm system makes it ab com- 
plete and safe as it well can be while one 
system working from one centre. 
The 


next step Manager Stedman says will be 
necessary, will be to divide the system 
and use a repeater. 
This would prevent 


the whole system being put out of order 
by one break. 
A break in one section 


would not affect any other section, yet an 
alarm rung in any section would be siroi- 
lirly rung in the others, because the re- 
peater would communicate the pulsations 
to all the wires.
